Accusation that Von Bue- 
low Inspired Famous In­ 
terview to Get Kaiser 
Into Disrepute 


BERLIN, May 3.— A political and 
court 
sensation 
has 
developed 
through the publication of a book, 
German Rulers.” by form er Imper­ 
ial Counsellor Rudolph Martin, in 
which the author indicates th at a 
court plot existed 
in 
1908 to de-1 
throne 
the 
kaiser or, a t least, to 
deprive him of all 
power and to 
make the crown prince regent. 
Martin accuses Prince Van Buelow, 
then German chancellor of engineer­ 
ing the plot under the advice of tho 
late Privy Counsellor Von Holstein, 
the most powerful 
foreign officer 
Germany has had in many years. 
Von Buelow was responsible for 
the famous London Telegraph and 
Dr. Wm. Bayard Hale interview's, 
given out by the kaiser, the latter 
for publication in the Century Maga­ 
zine, and which w’as suppressed by 
the German government. The publi­ 
cation of the London Telegraph in­ 
terview’, in which the kaiser took tho 
English to task for doubting the in­ 
tegrity of Germany’s intentions, caus­ 
ed a political explosion. • 
The chancellor, according to M ar­ 
tin, induced the kaiser to give out 
these interviews by telling him th at 
they w’ould win English and Ameri­ 
can support for Germany, whereas ho 
knew they wrould stir up a storm of 
w rath against the kaiser, w’hich ho 
hoped wrould 
result in W ilhelm ’s 
overthrow. 
The chancellor’s retire­ 
m ent from office, M artin intim ates, 
w’as an unexpected development in 
the plot, the chancellor essaying a 
m arty r’s role and asuming the re­ 
sponsibility for the interview In tho 
hope th at the public w’ould see in 
the supposed sacrifice added cause 
to arraign the emperor. 
To this end 'the chancellor m ad^ 
it plain th at the kaiser was responsi­ 
ble for the interviews, but th a t he 
accepted responsibility through pa­ 
triotism. 
Martin charges tha't Von Buelow 
even arranged the hunting trip th a t 
the kaiser engaged in at th at tim e, 
knowing th at his absence from the 
capital at such a momentous tim e 
w’ould increase the feeling against 
him. 
The chancellor even went so 
far as to sound the crown prince re­ 
garding the regency but only angered 
the latter. 
Martin says Von Buelow’s ambi­ 
tion was to be known as one of the 
great pioneer figures in the move 
for German democracy. All the Ger 
man officials who are by implication 
involved in the alleged plot have al­ 
ready entered denials.
